There was no hitch in the plans 
of leaders to make Homer S. Cum­ 
mings of Connecticut, chairman of 
the committee. 
He was unopposed 
for the place and his election was 
unanimous. 
He was placed in nomi­ 
nation by W. H. O’Brien of Indiana, 
and the nomination was seconded 
by Newton D. Baker of Ohio, whose 
name had been mentioned in some 
quarters in 
connection 
with 
the 
dm irm anship. 
Senator Rey Dittman of Nevada 
was made secretary. 
In placing his 
name before the committee, Senator 
Kendrick of Wyoming, said the pur­ 
pose was to show- the country demo­ 
cratic

publican senators.

N E W YORK. June 25.—William 
G. McAdoo was placed in nomina­ 
tion for the presidency at the demo­ 
cratic national convention today by 
former Senator Jam es D. Phelan of 
California, with the declaration that 
he is the “natural leader of pro­ 
gressive thought and achievement.” 
“This year demands the return of 
triumphant 
democracy,” 
said Mr. 
Phelan. 
“The progressives of the 
nation look to the democratic party 
for their loader. 
Shall we give him 
to them? 
There is room in Amer­ 
ica for but one reactionary party, 
and the republicans have pre-empted 
that field. 
The party’s chance of 
success depends upon its choice for 
candidate for the presidency of this 
man.” 
Tracing Mr. McAdoo’s career both 
in the government service and in 
private 
life, 
Mr. 
Phelan 
declared 
that the “bast problems of the con­ 
tinent are his familiar themes; the 
prosperity of farm and forest and 
mine, 
factors 
of 
material 
growth 
and strength and transportation and 
i r r i g a t e , 
these 
are 
not 
strange 
subjects born of restricted environ­ 
ment and norrow’ uotlook.” 
“In the broadness of his vision, 
his sympathetic understanding, his 
aggressive personality, his burning 
patriotism, he is an ideal Ameri­ 
can,” continued the speaker. 
“And 
so tho country will accept him. 
“We honor President Wilson w'ho 
left a great heritage of character 
and achievement to the democracy,” 
continued Mr. Phelan, “but we shall 
not forget the toiler by his side, the 
inspirer of ideas and the doer of 
things, the great secretary of the 
treasury in the most exacting and 
soul-stirring 
administration 
since 
Lincoln.” 
Asserting that Mr. McAdoo under­ 
stands 
the 
fa n n e r’s problems 
far 
better than any aspirant for the 
presidency—either democrat or re­ 
publication, Mr. Phelan added: 
“From every side 
today 
come 
urgent demands for adequate solu­ 
tion of agricultural problems. W hat 
man 
is 
better equipped 
to solve 
them than this man, who was raised 
on a farm, who during his long ad­ 
ministration 
of the 
treasury de­ 
partment, of the farm loan bureau 
and of the railroads came into daily 
contact with farming problems of 
every description, 
and 
who had 
then and has now the vision to see 
the remedy and the courage to ef­ 
fect it.” 
As for Mr. McAdoo’s administra­ 
tion of the railroads, Mr. Phelan 
had this to say: 
“The workers 
kn^w 
his senti­ 
ments toward labor. 
He gave them 
the eight hour rule and overtime 
and 
otherwise ameliorated their con­ 
dition. 
Assuming complete control, 
he brought order out of chaos, re­ 
lieved congestion, opened ports and 
loyally supported by his men, suc­ 
cessfully moved to tidewater—a vi­ 
tal operation—the tied-up troops and 
supply trains. 
“While doing justice to railroad 
labor he yet remembered always the 
interest of the public. 
It is a strik­ 
ing fact that the total increase in 
the wages of 
railroad 
employes 
made in I DIS by McAdoo were ap­ 
proximately 
$608,000,000 while 
his 
successor further 
increased 
these 
wages $394,000,000 making the total 
of all increases under federal con­ 
trol $1,002,000,000. 
“When on March I, 1920, the rail­ 
roads were restored to private con­ 
trol under the Esch-Cummins act, 
which established the U. S. Labor 
Board at Chicago and gave it juris­ 
diction over wages and working con­ 
ditions. hearings were held and the 
labor board granted a further in­ 
crease of $620,000,000 
in 
addition 
to the total increases made during 
federal control. 
McAdoo dealt fair­ 
ly 
with 
railroad 
labor. 
McAdoo 
gave railroad labor a square deal, 
nothing more. 
“Today 
another 
great 
problem 
which demands solution is the low-

THEY’LL GET SPANKED. 
There can be nothing but commenda­ 
tion for Senator David I W alsh’s attack 
i on a curiously clumsy form of blackmail 
• undertaken lately by an eastern corpora­ 
tion. 
This firm released 107 employes, hand­ 
ing each employe on his departure a cir­ 
cular explaining that the step was neces­ 
sary because of partisan political investi­ 
gations in Washington, the passage of the 
bonus bill and the failure of congress to 
adopt the Mellon tax reduction plan. Con­ 
gress’ delinquencies in these matters, de­ 
clared the firm's manager, have hurt busi­ 
ness. 
Mr. Walsh denounces this performance 
as “an unmistakable attempt to shake the 
confidence of plain people in democratic 
government.” 
It is all of that. 
Moreover 
it is a remarkably inept undertaking. The 
proposition that people have ceased buy­ 
ing necessaries 
because 
Albert B. Fall 
was found to have accepted a satchel of 
currency from an oil exploiter is nonsense. 
The idea that buying has been curtailed 
by a bonus bill that hasn’t yet cost any 
taxpayer a cent of money is preposterous. 
The tax law is not the Mellon plan, but it 
is an improvement over it, and if a cor­ 
poration could maintain 
107 
employes 
while paying the older rates, and tax rates 
are the only consideration, it certainly 
ought to be able to keep them at work 
after taxes have been reduced. 
It is easy to imagine what disaster can 
Visit a democracy that countenances this 
form of coercion. If labor struck en masse 
as a protest against legislation, or farmers 
refused to raise crops to register disap­ 
proval of a law, business would be in arms 
over-night. 
If the employes of the east­ 
ern corporation, instead of being fired, 
had struck as a protest, against some en­ 
actment of the last congress, their em­ 
ployers would have rent the heavens with 
a cry of anarchy. 
The practice allowed to run rampant 
would inevitably ruin the republic. Foitu- 
nately, public opinion will settle the hash 
of this corporation and prevent a repe­ 
tition of the offense.

THE LESSION OF THE CONVENTION. 
The tragically 
striking 
lesson to be 
learned from the republican national con­ 
vention 
is 
that 
its 
party 
leadership 
has sunk to a very low point. 
Given a 
wide-spread popular dissatisfaction with 
ultra-conservatism and an equally signifi­ 
cant response to progressive suggestion it 
dd not seem a very severe test of courage 
for any party to meet that mood of the 
public with appropriate action. 
So far from conceding the advance in 
social and political thought of the last de­ 
cade the republican national convention 
dissolved the last restage of the Roose­ 
velt progressivism and backed itself into 
the tail end of the nineteenth century. It 
sought a forward-looking man to share 
the ticket with Calvin Coolidge and found 
it did not have such a man in the conven­ 
tion, nor one in the party who was wil­ 
ling to commit himself to support of the 
reactionary platform which the party’s 
utility outfielder, C. B. Warren, produced 
as the guerdon of victory. 
W hat was needed was a W. E. Borah, 
a William S. Kenyon, or any one of the ; 
figures identified, by experience, in the 
public mind 
with 
progressivism. 
That 
Borah was bluntly unwilling to accept the 
vice presidential nomination at the con­ 
vention is its own 
denunciation 
c t the 
tory ism wth which the convention invest­ 
ed the party purposes. 
For those who had hoped that the re­ 
publican party was willing to follow the 
counsel of a man like I heodore E. Burton ( 
the jesuit comes un u great disappoint- 1 


ment. 
And 
even 
Burton 
was 
never, 
in 
name, 
a 
progressive. 
But 
his 
keynote speech was so far in advance 
of the republican platform and the con­ 
vention attitude 
that he 
seems 
much 
nearer to Rooseveltianism than to conser­ 
vatism. 
For years many leading party 
men have fought for revision of the party 
from within; latterly they have acknowl­ 
edged this can not be effected through 
the old party councils. 
Roosevelt made 
the same discovery and the people follow­ 
ed him a long, long way on the road to 
progress. 
Had the convention set out with the 
purpose in mind it scarcely could shape 
its conduct more nearly to a direct chal­ 
lenge to all progressives to appeal to the 
American people for a verdict on whether 
this country is to march forward to en­ 
lightened social and political methods or 
whether it is to sink back into political an­ 
achronism. 
Not a speaker of importance at the con­ 
vention but solemnly 
emphasized 
the 
gravity of the moment. 
Not a leader and 
not a delegate, apparently, realized ex­ 
actly where that gravity lies. 
The record 
of the republican 
party 
during 
recent 
years is too doubtful for it to be able to 
count on popular 
approval 
without a 
strong advance in thought on the part 
of the leaders. 
That advance nowhere 
manifests itself. 
The party no longer can 
command the services in high office of its 
ablest men of progressive instincts. 
That, and nothing else, is the supreme 
lesson of the convention.
